The Old Folks at Home la Hew 
England. 

The dwellers iii New England's lit- 
tle villages nnd on its scattered farms, 
if they are young and energetic, sel- 
dom love their native region, or have 
any ambition to stay where fate has 
placed them. Instead, they turn long- 
ing eyes cityward and seek excuse and 
opportunity to shift their habitation 
to centers of trade and hurrying life. 
But once let the desire to go bo grati- 
fied, and the past takes on a bright 
hue, and the affection for the earlier 
surroundings instantly grows. The 
work and the pleasures of those re- 
ceding farm days are in the retrospect 
very sweet. The skies were always 
bright then, the days care free, and 
the particular district that was home 
seems to an unusual degree blessed 
and delightful. 

But to very many of the young and 
middle aged of our cities the thing 
that binds them closest to the New 
England country is the fact that it is 
still the home of the old folk. New 
England's rugged hills and alluvial 
valley have been a nursing ground for 
pioneering and for city enterprise 
from the earliest days of their his- 
tory. , It is doubtful if this is true to 
any like degree of any other part of 
the republic. There is something in 
the air, or soil, or mental environ- 
ment that makes the nestlings, as 
scton as they get their growth, want to 
try their wing*. One by one they 
leave, but the old folks, as a rule, stay 
behind. 

That the old people should stay is 
often a necessity, yet it is aj>t to be 
choice, besides. A sapling can be 
transplanted and takes kindly to new 
soil; but the full-grown tree baa wide- 
reaching roots and is almost a part of 
the spot where it stands. The feelings 
of the old people are interwoven with 
the life of the community of which 
they are a part, their habits are estab- 
lished, their old friends are about 
them, and their home and the daily 
routine of their farm work fit them 
as a glove does the hand. To try to 
accustom themselves to a different 
life would severely rack their sensi 
bilities. Just the moving into an- 
other house would be something of an 
ordeal, even if it were in the same 
neighborhood, and even if it were de- 
cidedly better than the one left. In- 
convenience and hardship are minor 
evils after you once get inured to 
them. So the western daughter am" 
the city son beg the aging father and 
mother to share their hom«a in vain. 
The old folks grow gray and infirm, 
and still they linger in the bleak New 
England farmhouse through biting 
winters and sultry summers till the 
end comes. — Clifton Johnson, in 
Frank Leslie's.

Scram Treatment of Diitate Comes H«U»

From c ()inc 6,000 years ngo we 
get fragments of writing by 
Hermes Trismegistus, who is in- 
volved in Egyptian legend and 
mythology, teaching that there 
are certain remedies for disease 
that have a tendency to prolong life, 
with the possibility of insuring earth- 
ly immortality. The Greek historian 
Zosimus, in his writings, referred to 
drugs that would prevent the decay 
of tlie principle of life; but he died 
in the middle of the fifth century be- 
fore Christ, when SO years old.

IN CENTRAL ASIA. 

Remarkable Derelopme nt of the Cotton 
Industry in Turkeatan. 

Russian authorities in central Asia 
are proud of the remarkable develop- 
ment of the industry in their lerri- 
torics, but they are frank to say that 
further extension has its very definite 
limits. Comparatively few lands 
suitable for growing cotton remain 
unoccupied, and an increase of the 
irrigation systems is necessary if the 
limit is not to be reached within a 
few yeare. It is planned, therefore, 
to uso more intelligently the water 
supply that comes down from the 
mountains into the Sir Daria river,as 
well as the Amu Daria, for this pur- 
pose. Grand Duke Nicholas, eoisin 
of the late emperor, has one of these 
great works under way on the Sir 
Daria, not far from where the railway 
to Tashkend crosses the river, and the 
emperor himself, when his immense 
( states on the Murgluib are fully de- 
veloped by irrigation from the Sultan 
Kent dam, will be the greatest cotton 
planter in -iTranscaspi.i. However. 
a ith all this work completed, and the 
iroduel ion/brought to its maximum, 
Russian statisticians calculate that 
the total cotton yield of Turkestan 
and Transcaspia, with the khanates 
of Bokhara gai Khiva, b not likely 
to pasi !0'U»no tons annually.

TURKESTAN COTTON. 
Oom Far Toward Supplying Russian 
Demand Primitive Hill*. 

When (ien. Annenkoff finished the 
Transcaspian railway to Samarkand 
and had time to turn his atten- 
tion from railway-building to 
commerce and agriculture, he de- 
clared that some day Turkestan cot- 
ton w ould be selling in the markets of 
Europe in competition with the cot- 
ton of the United States, Egypt and 
the other countries which contribute 
the staple to the world. That time has 
not come yet, says Trumbull White 
in the Chicago Record, but the 
Turkestan product now goes far to- 
ward supplying the Russian demand 
itself, and Russia has been at times 
one of the heaviest buyers from the 
United States. It is not only Amer- 
ican seed that has contributed to this 
result, but American methods of cul- 
tivation and American machinery as 
well. 

Most of the Asiatic cotton grown 
in Turkestan is cleaned by wooden 
machines worked by hand, which, 
like the plows, arc Inefficient but 
cheap. Most of the upland cotton, 
on the other hand, as well ns some of 
the native product, is sent to mills, 
where it is treated by jennit is, run 
usually by w ater power, sometimes by 
animal power or by hand, and infre- 
quently by steam.' Most of the cot- 
ton-cleaning iiiill* are in town.- In the 
center of plantation districts, but 
some are out in the midst of a planta- 
tion belt where there is no town at 
all. The greater number of the mills 
are in Tasbkend. Khokand, Naman- 
gan. Andijon and Margclan.
